Edneſday the ninth of Ofober, 1660. was 
appointed for the Tryal of all thoſe which 
— WC {igned the Warrand tor that horrid mur- 
V5 der of His late Majeſty, Charles the firſt, 
#8 of ever bleſſed memory: In order where- 
jy unto, Warrants being ligned for the Lieu- 
tenant of the Towers delivery of the 
Traytors unto the Sheriffs of London, who 
& accordingly repaired to the Tower , 

guarded ſtrongly with their own Servants, 
and part of the Lientthant of the Towers own Regiment, where 
the priſoners being pur into ſeveral] Coaches , and a party of 
Muſquetzers on each fide of the Coach, tlre reſt of the ſaid Regi- 
ment making a Lane in New-gate Mercat to keep them from the 
fury of the people: oue Troop of the Army Horſe before, and 
another following after , and about nine of the clock they were 
brought to the Preſſe-yard at Newgate , and after a ſurvey of 
them taken by the Maſter Keeper, they were bronght thorow a 
paſſage for that purpoſe into the Seſſions yard to Taftice Hall in 
che Old Bayley , where Sir Thkomes Allan fate Chair-man , the 


Duke of Orlando on the one hand , and Sir Orlando Bridgeman 
Baron.

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Towhich he anſwered, that what he had doae, was by Autho- 
rity and Aa of parliameat, and that it was done at noon day, and 
not in a comer, that the Parliament ought to hear him out, and 
thereupon defired Counſel to plead for him, bur then bony told 
by the. Judges of the Court how invalid and vain his defires 
were, and that the Parliament he pleaded for were not really fo, 
but by uſurpation did afſurue the power tothemſelves, and that 
if Lords and Common: had power to condemn one peculiar man, 
the King had power to pardon hin, therefore for Lords and Com- 
mons to murder their King and Soveraign, was a moſt horrid and 
unmatchable piece of viilanie,which when he heard, he had nothi 
to fay for himſelf, but excepted againſt 35. of the Jury, and ca 
himſelf upon 12.0f his own chooſing,whoafter they had heard over 
all the witnefſes who made it apparent , declared him guilty 1m- 
mediately at the Bar for that horrid Treaſon,and Barbarous Mur- 
der whe:eof he ſtood inlifted: whereupon my Lord Chief Baron 
ſtood up ani told him he had received i fair eryal, by caſting him- 
ſelf upon his Country, who according to the fundamental and well 
known Laws of the Land had brought him in guilty , and there- 
fore demanded of him what he had to ſay for himſelf, and why 

ndgement ſhould not be pronounced againſt him aacording to 

w, who an{wered again he had no more to fay ; Then my Lord 
gave ſentence ro this effeR. 

That he ſhould be conveyed back again to the place from 
whence he came, and from thence to be drawn upon a Hurdle 
unto the place of Execution , there co be hanged by the neck, 
then to be cut down alive, and his heart and bowels ript out
